A GREAT HELP. 


Usei'ul Information for Oood House- 


keepers, and Others, 


It is a little remarkable that so many 


families in our large country towns 
and their surrounding regions have not 
more universally imitated the example 
of the poor emigrant, who, on the mo- 
ment that he lands, looks about him 
and proceeds to get his potato patch 
and his cow into action. 
Of course in 


cities and their immediate neighbor- 
hoods such a thing is impracticable, if 
not impossible; but in towns built like 
the most, loosely and over large terri- 
tory, and where almost every house has 
its bit of land about it or behind it, a 
dead waste takes place, and a great 
help is thrown away in failing to pro- 
cure " the little cow," as the affection- 
ate Irishman is wont to call this gener- 
ous provider. And this was never more 
worthy of consideration than at 
the 


present, when, for 
some fortunate 


reason, the price of a cow is so won- 
derfully moderate that the animals are 
all but given away, and a good one 
can be procured without trouble for 
thirty dollars. 
A couple of acres of 


land will comfortably pasture the crea- 
ture, once in possession, through all the 
summer months; or, if one has not the 
land, a small sum of money will pay 
for the pasturage elsewhere, and the 
winter feed is less than three tons of 
hay with a few bushels of meal. 
The 


work of taking care of her is so light 
that no man in any family of moderate 
circumstances needs to grumble if called 
upon to do it; but as he very probably 
will grumble, it is a blessing to know 
that a small boy, in consideration oi 
.fifty cents a week, and often for a quart 
of the day's milking, may be had, ir 
the greater number of towns, able anc 
willing to do all the service that the 
Dame of the Crumpled Horn usually 
requires. 


As this is a subject which comes 


home directly to the housekeeper, we 
shall be pardoned if we dwell upon it a 
moment. It will be seen that the out- 
lay is not large which procures anc 
maintains this household comfort; anc 
what a comfort it is it will not take long 
either for the purse-holder or for the 
mother of children, or for the cook dis 
tracted over her desserts, to discover. 


Wherever there is a cow giving the 


usual quantity of milk, there need never 
be actual hunger; it supplies a score ol 
deficiencies; and even where hunger is 
not in question the bills of the butcher anc 
grocer are very sensibly anc! healthilj 
diminished by large rations of milk 
served to those that can drink it, whiel 
even the most delicate and dyspeptic can 
do with the tasteless addition of a little 
lime-water, especially if they remembei 
the favorable action of "milk-cures " in 
many cases, which probably means 
nothing more than .cure by means vrf a 
nourishing food easily assimilated, as 
other foocf may not be. 


Very few families feel themselves able 


to contract and pay large miik bills, am 
they are apt to go without more than 
just enough for tea and coffee, or per 
haps the exact needs of the baby. 
Bu 


when the milk is in the pans, and they 
are not feeling the cost of it, they fini 
its advantage not only in the pleasure 
and comfort of bountiful draughts, but 
in the_thousand and one varying dishes 
which it makes possible, and which were 
previously reckoned as too expensive 
for daily use. 
Thus in the more gener- 


ous table made possible the well-bein 
of the family is increased, as enrichin0 
and blood-producing diet can not heir 
doing. 


What a comfort it is to the house 


keeper to have her pans of milk ready 
to surrender their rich skins of crean 
only those can tell who have been suit 
denly taken unawares by " company • 
without a satisfactory dessert on hand 
or who are at a loss for something jus 
a degree nicer than common for break- 
fast; since this cream is capable of 
being whipped and poured into a count- 
less number of hurried forms, each 
more palatable than the other, and is 
delicious peured plain and untutored 
over the simple breakfast cake, while 
served with a common apple pie, 01 
with even a dish of boiled oatmeal, or 
with old-fashioned "preserves," 
it 


gives a delicacy and daintiness that de- 
ceive one into thinking the dessert oj 
the finest. Meanwhile there is left the 
" skimmed milk, " for which the cook 
has endless uses, for which the poor 
are only too thankful, and on which, if 
one has a little pig as well as a "little 
cow"—although that we never will ad- 
vise—the pig can bo fattened royally. 
The gaod house-mother also may find 
that the men of her family who have 
a plenty of rich milk to drink will not 
seek any thing much stronger or more 
hurtful; and it will always be a help to 
her larder and a balm to the feeling 
that hates to dismiss a " tramp " with- 
out food, lest it should be the tradi- 
tional " angel unawares, " if there is a 
big bowl of milk to be handed out to 
him. 


Wo do nut mention at length the in- 


effable comfort, saving and satisfaction 
of having one's own. 
butter at command, 


for one can not do every thing with one 
cow; and remembering the vulgar but 
veracious adage that one can not have, 
one's cake and cat it too, we understand 
that we can not use our cream and Still 
have butter. 
There is, nevertheless, 


now and then some one cow which de- 
serves fame, which gives a family all 
the milk they can drink, the cream they 
can use, and furnish enough cream be- 
sides for a good quantity of butter; and 
if we ourselves have never met with 
" er, yet her report has reached us. 
Jut they that ever realized the charm 


'gilt-edge" butler which once tasted 


makes those who used to - spread the 


liinncst possible skin of butter on their 
read afterward eat as much butter as 
hey. do bread, will realize a still greater 
harm when the butter is of their 
wn production, and will be willing 
ither to keep an extra cow, or to be 
paring in the use of the cream of-the 
ne cow, for the sake of having that 
uxuiy all their own, and will think 
nothing of the care that the necessity 
or purity and cleanliness occasions, 
vhich, after all, when the routine has 
jecome established, is hardly a notice- 
xble addition to the house-work. Nobody 
cnows, but those that have experienced 
t, the pleasure and pride to be had in 
he giving to less fortunate friends and 
neighbors, of little duwy pats of golden 
ratter made and stamped by one's own 
land, looking as if the cow that pro- 
duced that butter were fed only in 
leavenly pastures. 


To crown the whole., the pleasure to 


je gained in the love and admiration of 
he cow that adds all this comfort toour 
lousehold . arrangements is something 
nore than money usually can procure 
"or us—those sleek sides, those great 
inoon eyes, those gentle ways, are al- 
nost as good in the yard as the daily 
sight of a Cuyp would be in the parlor; 
and 
there is something very 
hu- 


manizing in the presence and posses- 
sion of the pretty creature. One grows 
constantly more and more attached to 
ier; and we have seen the little half- 
>red Jersey, bought when a oalf for ten 
dollars, increase her values in her 
owner's estimation at such gigantic 
rates, as month by month went by and 
:hat owner reveled in the luxury ol 
coasting of her points and her beauty, 
that there was apparently not money 
enough in the world to buy her.—Har- 
per's Bazar.

How to Make a Bed. 


The first thing to bo done is to put on 


,he bed-apron, which should be hung in 
;he closet of the chamber nearest the 
iitchen, that there may be no excuse for 
not using it every time the beds are 
made. 
The next thing is to place two 


chairs about eighteen inches apart, and 
near the foot of the bed. 
Kemove the 


pillows and lay them on the chairs; 
grasp the counterpane, and with a gen- 
tle pull and toss, lay it across the arms 
and place it orderly upon the chairs. 
Kemove the quilts, comfortables and 
sheets in the same manner, and lastly, 
lay the bolster across the chairs. If the 
feather tick is heavy, it is decidedly tire- 
some for weak backs, ana need not be 
removed, but with a. quick motion it 
may be rolled up near the head of the 
bed while the mattress is being shaken 
up. 


A word about the shaking: If the 


mattress is a tick filled with straw or 
husks, scaieely two persons would stir 
it alike. 
My mother always makes 


splendid looking beds—high, carefully 
oval and soft, to a degree I can never 
hope to equal, simply because I do not 
like to occupy them. I always want the 
bed to be level, showing little depression 
where the body has lain, and the smooth 
mattress, covered in summer with an 
eight or ton-pound cotton mattress, and 
in winter with a feather tick, suits me 
best. 
Several years ago, when l occu- 


pied a bed alone, 1 seldom thoroughly 
shook up the straw oftencr than weekly. 
One summer, when Freddie slept with 
me, I used to raise a little ridge in the 
center of the bed to keep him from roll- 
ing against me while, asleep, as children 
are quite apt to do. 


After the mattress is arranged at the 


foot, the leathers can be carefully rolled 
down and the head of the bed shaken 
up ; the feathers should be stirred and 
lightly patted smooth, and the bolster 
shaken and laid in place. 
If two per- 


sons occupy the bed, give the benefit of 
the fullest end of the bolster to the one 
who desires the head highest. 
Take 


hold of the first sheet carefidly (it 
will be very easy to pick it up if 
properly laid down), and with a Quick 
motion toss it over the bed, allowing it 
to cover the bolster well, and tuck it 
down at the head. 
Lay on the second 


sheet, allowing the hem to reach mid- 
way of the bolster, and tuck down both 
sheets all around the bod. 
Spread on 


quilts and comfortables, and lastly the 
counterpane, taking care that all are an 
equal distance from tho head of the bed. 
Shake up the pillows and lay them 
smooth, and bring the shams from the 
closet where they were lightly folded 
the night previously, and the bed is 
made. 


The advantage of having two chairs 


is that as the articles are taken off one 
by one they can be laid in order, and 
there is no danger of the unpleasant 
feeling that the part covering the feet 
one night will lie over the face the next. 
I used to think it very tiresome when 
mamma insisted on my removing the 
articles separately; but I now see the 
wisdom of tho plan, and whenever I see 
any one heedlessly rolling the bed- 
clothes together and off the bed, I wish 
they could have the chance I had of 
learning to remove them properly. 


If the size of the room will allow, it is 


preferable that the bed stand far enough 
away from the wall to allow easy access 
on either side. 
Aside from the con- 


venience, thorough night ventilation ia 
more easily managed. But under any 
circumstances, one must not forget that 
fresh air is as essential as sound sleep 
in a well-made bed.— Oussie Thomas, in 
Country Gentleman.

The 
threat J'arixlisc of Insects in 


Mouth America. 


None but those who have traveled on 


the Upper Amazons can have any idea . 
of the number and voracity ol the "insect 
torments which work their wicked will 
on the bodies of the unfortunates ex- 
posed to their attacks. 
The " sancu- 


dos," or small sand-flies, form by far 
the most important section. In the vil- 
lages, round which the forest is cleared 
away for some distance, tho sancudos 
are generally pretty, quiet during the 
day, except where darkness prevails; 
there they are ever busy, and are a per- 
fect plague. The triurnplwnt note of a 
sancudo which has made his way under 
your curtain is more annoying than oven 
his bite; and should you have been 
careless in getting into bed, and been 
accompanied by two or three of these 
blood-suckers, we will defy you to sleep 
until you have exterminated them. 


In the forest and on the river the san- 


cudos are always busy. Men sometimes 
get into the vessel's tops, and there 
cover themselves with sacks, notwith- 
standing the heat, rather than remain 
below exposed to their attacks. Fortu- 
nately they can not stand a current of 
air, and so when under way the vessel 
is comparatively free from them, but 
when at anchor these pests are some- 
thing awful. To get rid of them is next 
to impossible. Creosote will keep them 
off, but the remedy is as bad as the 
disease. Whitewash will drive them 
away, but when dry its power ceases; 
and the only thing to do is either to 
cover all exposed" parts of the body with 
black pigment a la mode Indienne, or 
else to "grin and bear it." 


Scarcely less troublesome than the 


snncudos are the mosquitoes, althouo-fa 
they have the negative merit of bitino- 
only by day. They are minute crea- 
tures, not much larger than a pin's 
head; they -prefer the backs of the 
hands to any other spot for their at- 
tacks. But, unlike the sancudo, which, 
when undisturbed, gorges himself until 
unable to lly, and becomes an easy prey 
to your avenging finger, the mosquito 
never seems to take too much to prevent 
his easy escape on the slightest appear- 
ance of danger, being evidently just us 
wide-awake wheu full as when empty. 


Everywhere in long; grass lurks tho 
"moquim," a little red insect so small 
as to be almost imperceptible, but which 
fastens on the legs, causing the most in- 
tolerable itching. 


There is a fly which burrows in the 


skin and deposits an ogg, both in hu- 
man beings and animals. 
This pro- 


duces a maggot, similar in shape to that 
of the common blow-fly, but much 
larger, probably analogous to the Gui- 
nea-worm . 


Then there are "chigos," 
which 


burrow mostly in the soles of the feet. 
You feel an intense itching, and on ex- 
amination find a little thing like a pea 
just under the epidermis; this is the bag 
containing the young chigos, which must 
be carefully picked out with the point of 
a knife, and the cavity left filled with 
tobacco ash. 


Huge spiders abound, whose very ap- 


pearance inspires a wholesome dread of 
a nearer acquaintance, but which tire 
harmless enough if let alone. In fact, 
on board the steamers, almost every 
cabin is tenanted by one large spider, 
whose presence is tolerated on account 
of his being a deadly foe to cockroaches, 
which abominable creatures swarm on 
board. Sometimes he is not visible for 
a fortnight or more at a time; but he 
leaves tokens of " having been there," 
in the shapeof the empty husks of cock- 
roaches, from which ho has carefully 


abstracted the interior. 
These spiders 


have the power of springing upon thoir 
prey from a distance, and some of them 
are so large and powerful as to kill and 
devour small birds. 


In passing through the narrow forest 


paths it is necessary to be on the look- 
out for the wood-ticks, which are very 
difficult to get rid of if once firmly at- 
tached ; also for the huge black ants, an 
inch and a half in length, with stings 
like a hornet's; and the sa.uba ant, 
without sting, but armed with nippers 
like a pair of surgical bone-forceps, 
which are running about every where. 
One may sometimes chance upon a col- 
umn of the dreaded " fire-ants," march- 
ing in regular military order; and if ho 
does, tho only thing is to bolt at onco, 
for neither man nor beast may withstand 
the (ire-ant and live. When at length 
the traveler stops to rest, he must take 
care to examine the camping ground to 
see that neither centipede nor scorpion 
is there. 


Frequently both centipedes and scor- 


pions are found on the steamers, intro- 
duced no doubt, in the wood used for 
fuel. One day while the writer was 
watching the hands taking wood from 
canoes alongside, from one of the logs 
pitched on board was dislodged a. scor- 
pion, which fell ou the naked left arm of 
a man keeping tally at the gangway. 
Astonished by his siiddon flight through 
the air, the animal remained perfecSy 
still. The man never moved a muscle, 
and quietly raising his right hand, Hip- 
ped it away with his fingers and thumb. 
It was very neatly and coolly done; and 
he thus escaped a sting, whioh he no 
doubt would have received had he tried 
to brush it hastily away.—Harptr^s 
Young People.
